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Drug addict and alcoholic 
is jailed for arson attempt 


Flammable liquids were 
set alight in petrol station

A DRUG abuser and alcoholic 
from Harlow who set alight a 
bottle filled with flammable 
liquids in a petrol station has 
been jailed. 

On April 22 this year, Paul 
Crick, of Hookfield, Harlow, 
stumbled across the forecourt of a 
Tesco filling station in Seward- 
stone Road, Waltham Abbey. 

He was drunk with a bottle in 
his hand which included his “spe¬ 
cial mixture” of paraffin and 
another flammable liquid. 

The court heard how Crick, 43, 
placed the bottle between a fire 
extinguisher and a box of sand, 
lighting the rag he had placed in 
the bottle and “staggered” away 
from the scene. 

Raj Joshi, prosecuting, said 
that had it not been for the quick 
reactions of staff then the con¬ 
sequences could have been quite 
serious. 

A member of staff was alerted 
and quickly put the flames out by 
drenching it with water. 

Arrested 

Crick, who had been sleeping 
rough after his mother kicked 
him out of the garden shed he was 
living in, was arrested and later 
charged with attempted arson. 

He appeared before Chelmsford 
Crown Court last Thursday, to be 
sentenced after a jury found him 
guilty of attempted arson with 
intent to endanger life in an earli¬ 
er trial. 

Mitigating, Peter Hunter told 
the court that the source of 
Crick’s offending lies in his 
dependency on drink and drugs. 

Crick had developed a drug 
addiction from the age of 14 and is 
a notorious offender, racking up 
87 convictions for 190 offences 
over the last 30 years. 

He was convicted of assaulting 
a police officer in 2003, possession 


of a knife in 2009 and 2015 and 
numerous convictions for dis¬ 
orderly behaviour. 

Judge David Turner QC 
described it as a “truly shocking” 
criminal record and added that 
Crick was an “antisocial nuis¬ 
ance”. 

He said: “The courts have tried 
every sentence known to man to 
try to help you and to punish you. 
All apparently without success. 

“It is my unhappy duty to sen¬ 
tence you for what happened on 
April 22. 

“What you did was an act of 
grave recklessness. Fire setting is 
always serious. Doing it on the 
forecourt of a filling station is 
particularly serious. 

Credit 

“It is of great credit to the staff 
that they were entirely vigilant 
and that there was no danger to 
the public and no damage beyond 
scorching to the floor was done. 

“You described to the psychi¬ 
atrist your thinking at the time 
you did this and his conclusion 
was that this was something of a 
cry for help from someone who is 
homeless, rejected and 
unwanted.” 

Judge Turner QC sentenced 
Crick to three years and nine 
months for attempted arson with 
intent to endanger life. 

The same sentence was given 
for count two of possession of an 
article with intent to damage or 
destroy property to run concur¬ 
rently with count one. 

Crick was also sentenced for 
theft and racially aggravated har¬ 
assment, an offence he committed 
and was discharged for five days 
prior to the incident at the petrol 
station. 

For that offence he was sen¬ 
tenced to one month in prison to 
run consecutively. 

Crick was sentenced to a total of 
three years and ten months in 
prison, with half spent in custody 
and the remainder on licence.

Witness 
describes 
high-speed 
car chase 


A MAN has described the 
moment he witnessed a high 
speed police chase through 
Harlow. 

Gareth Honeyford, who is the 
lead for primary initial teacher 
training for Essex Local 
Authority, was driving through 
Harlow prior to a teacher 
training recruitment event on 
Wednesday of last week when a 
car chase passed him on 
Edinburgh Way. 

“I was driving past Essex 
Outdoors and I saw police lights 
behind me, so I pulled over 
towards the traffic lights,” said 
the 47-year-old from 
Sawbridgeworth. 

“There was an Audi saloon car 
in the outside lane which, it 
became clear pretty quickly, 
was being chased by the 
police. 

Pursuit 

“It swung a left at the 
roundabout with the police in 
hot pursuit and it headed up 
past the McDonald’s and it 
continued up towards the 
Tesco with the police in 
pursuit. 

The chase happened in Harlow 
between 10.15-10.20am and 
shortly after, Gareth shared his 
excitement via his Twitter 
account. 

“I guess that they were 
probably doing around 50 miles 
per hour and neither appeared to 
be braking much at the 
roundabout and the sirens were 
going off too,” he said. 

“It was an Audi saloon car of 
some description - possibly 
either an A4 or an A6. 

“It was just a single police 
car chasing but it was at high 
speed at around 50 miles per 
hour in an area which, off 
the top of my head, was 
probably a 40 miles per hour 
area.”

Stephen Youens admitted a charge of grooming 


A PEACEFUL protest was put on by 
residents after a Harlow paedophile 
who groomed what he thought was a 
child moved into their “lovely” street. 

Married Stephen Youens, 52, of Five 
Acres in Harlow, was arrested on 
Monday, October 10 and charged with 
sexual grooming the following day, 
before pleading guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court last week. 

Youens turned up to an agreed loc¬ 
ation after arranging to meet the child 
who he believed was under the age of 
16. He became spooked after believing 
he was being set up. 

A group of investigative journalists, 
CSE Interceptors, traced his home 


address and alerted police of his activ¬ 
ities. 

Essex Police attended the property 
and took him into custody where he 
was later charged. 

Community 

Now living in the Kecksys area of 
Sawbridgeworth, residents of the 
Hertfordshire town protested his pres¬ 
ence in the community last Saturday. 

Around 10 protesters turned up to 
his current home with banners to 
peacefully speak out. 

A local resident, who wishes to 
remain anonymous, said: “We do not 
want a paedophile living in our

community. 

“It was a peaceful protest, there was 
no violence and one neighbour even 
came with her two children. 

“We live in a lovely community 
here.” 

However, Youens’ abode is situated 
near several local schools, which res¬ 
idents are firmly against. 

“He is living here and we don’t want 
him,” the resident said. “Our children 
are not safe. 

“It’s near to a secondary school and 
a family shop. 

“There’s two junior schools and an 
infant school here too. 

“I have my grandchildren here and a 
lot of others have children and grand¬ 
children too.” 

Youens, a senior technician for the 
East of England Ambulance Service, 
based in Loughton, was suspended 
when the allegations came to light and 
has now been dismissed following his 


guilty plea. 

A spokesperson for the ambulance 
service said: “We condemn the beha¬ 
viour and actions of this member of 
staff and have dismissed them from 
the service. 

“When we became aware of the 
allegations, we immediately suspen¬ 
ded the member of staff pending fur¬ 
ther police action. 

“We have co-operated with the 
police and have worked closely with 
them throughout the investigation. 

“We are also offering support to our 
staff who have been affected by this 
shocking news.” 

Youens appeared before Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 8, when he pleaded guilty to one 
count of attempting to meet a child 
following sexual grooming. 

His sentencing hearing will take 
place at the same court in the week 
commencing Monday, December 4.

Man snared on gay dating 
site in underage sex sting 

51-year-old thought he was meeting teen, 15 - but was arrested

A HARLOW man who was busted 
trying to meet an underage boy he 
found on a dating app brought 
unopened condoms and lube with 
him. 

Roland James Ford, 51, of 
Wedgewood Drive, thought he was 
meeting a 15-year-old boy by The 
Stow shopping centre on July 20 
this year but was actually caught 
in an undercover sting. 

A male investigator, who works 
as part of CSE interceptors and 
specialises in protecting children 
from sexual exploitation, had set 
up a fake online profile and 
waited for communication. 

The profile was set up on the 
gay dating app Grindr, and the 
investigator used a stock image of 
a boy who was 15. 

Ford then made contact on July 
20 under his own account which 
had his name listed as ‘Har- 
lownow’. 

He displayed his age correctly 
at the time as 50, and sent the first 
message: ‘Hi’. 

Account 

The bogus account replied 
with: ‘Hey’, then the defendant 
asked ‘You okay?’ and the invest¬ 
igator responded with ‘Other 
than being bored yeah. Started 
our school holidays and already 
bored lol.’ 

The defendant asked the fake 
profile how old they were and was 
told 15, before Ford then said: “Oh 
sorry I didn’t realise you were 
that young. 

“Was going to ask if you wanted 
your **** sucked but I guess 
you’re too young for that.” 

They arranged a time for Ford 
to pick up the ‘boy’ in his BMW at 
a car park near where he lives. 

At this point, the investigator 
called Essex Police, who dis¬ 
patched two police cars to arrest 
him. 

When he was arrested, Ford 
said: “I wouldn’t do that, I have 
been done for that before.” 

Officers found unused condoms 


and lubricants in his glove com¬ 
partment, and found similar 
items when they conducted a 
search of his home address. 

They analysed his computer 
and mobile phone and found that 
the last term he searched for was 
‘gay teen tube’, and the last web¬ 
site he visited was: ‘gay- 
boystube.com’. 

Ford has had a previous con¬ 
viction of sexual activity with a 
male under the age of 16, and had 
also been given a Sexual Offence 
Prevention Order (SOPO), pre¬ 
venting him to make any contact 
with the complainant, and with 
any male under the age of 16, 
including through electronic 
means. 

In Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday (November 13), Judge 


Patricia Lynch QC said: “There is 
a risk of serious harm of adoles¬ 
cent and young boys with your 
communication with them over 
the internet. 

“You are sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment which will 
be extended by a further two 
years.” 

Sentence 

The extended sentence of five 
years for both counts of arranging 
commission of a child sex offence, 
and the breach of a sexual offence 
prevention order are to run con¬ 
currently. 

His previous SOPO was then 
withdrawn and Ford was issued 
with a Sexual Harm Prevention 
Order (SHPO) which will run 
indefinitely.

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Shopmobility counts cost of damage repairs and clean-up of other people’s mess 


Charity is plagued 
by rubbish and rats 



Shopmobility has had to pay for damage caused by the mess

A HARLOW charity office has 
been plagued with rats, attracted 
by overflowing rubbish bins and 
fly-tipping nearby. 

Shopmobility on Post Office 
Road has had to use what little 
money it has to fix damage to 
their electrics caused by rats 
chewing on the wires. 

A volunteer for the charity said: 
“I have gone to the council, they 
didn’t do very much. I phoned 
environmental health and they 
eventually came down and 
cleared all the rubbish away. 

Locked 

“Bags, wheelie bins and one full 
cage, you could see all the rub¬ 
bish. There were tin cans and 
everything. 

“When the environmental 
health people looked at it, the 
wheelie bins were locked. They 
lifted up the top a little and there 
was hardly any rubbish there. 

“People could not lift the lid to 
put rubbish in it so it has been left 
on the top. Every now and again a 
load of rubbish appears around 
where we are. It’s disgusting and 
there are rats running around.” 


The charity, which helps the 
elderly get around Harlow with 
mobility scooters and wheel¬ 
chairs, has had to pay to fix the 
electrics in the building and the 
alarm system and shutters, cost¬ 
ing around £1,000. 

They also decided that enough 
was enough and called a pest con¬ 
trol company to come out and 
clear the ongoing infestation, 
costing them a further £280, plus 
£180 quarterly for regular main¬ 
tenance. 

“We are only a charity and it is 
not fair that we have to sort this 
out,” the volunteer added. 

“We are trying to raise money 
for this charity. The money we 
raise is to help the elderly get 


around town. If we have to pay for 
that we won’t be able to run our 
scooters and equipment to help 
them.” 

“Our customers don’t want to 
be greeted with rats. There was a 
rat that came up outside the door 
and if those automatic doors had 
opened it would have come in. 

“If that happened I’d have 
jumped on the table.” 

When volunteers set up Shop 
Mobility they signed an agree¬ 
ment in their lease that meant 
that any upkeep of the building 
would have to be dealt with by the 
volunteers. 

According to the chairman of 
Shopmobility trustees in Harlow, 
Graeme Porter, the current loc¬ 


ation of the office is not ideal. He 
said: “We back onto five units 
used as food stores. Logistically, it 
is not the best place to put a 
disabled service office. 

“Because we have got two years 
left on our lease there needs to be 
a consultation about where we are 
going. 

“I would like a decision made 
one way or the other about what 
they are going to do. If there is an 
alternative where we could go. 

Service 

“We seem to be an after¬ 
thought. We provide a good ser¬ 
vice but I think it is underap¬ 
preciated.” 

Harlow Councillor Danny Pur- 
ton, portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, said: “Last week there was 
an issue with the trade waste bins 
overflowing with rubbish in the 
service yard next to the Shop- 
mobility building. 

“This service yard is owned by 
a private company. No shop or 
company claimed responsibility 
for the bins so we made arrange¬ 
ments to clear them. 

“We are happy to help and 
assist the charity where we can 
and we are monitoring the issue 
with the bins.”

Death of driver 
on motorway 
still a mystery, 
inquest hears 

Concrete block crashed into windscreen

POLICE do not know where the 
concrete block that flew into a van 
driver’s windscreen in the 
moments before he lost control of 
the vehicle and died came from, 
an inquest heard. 

An inquest into the death of 
Andrew Michael Brett was held 
last Friday morning. 

Mr Brett, 61, who lived in Sible 
Hedingham, lost control of his 
work van on the motorway after a 
block of concrete came through 
his windscreen as he drove along 
the Mil on August 9. 

Injuries 

He died of severe head injuries 
following the crash between junc¬ 
tion 7 and junction 8, near Har¬ 
low. 

The concrete hit his wind¬ 
screen at around 4.50pm and 
weighed approximately 2.4 kg 
causing him to crash into with the 
central reservation before driving 
onto the verge. 

Members of the public stopped 
and performed CPR before the 
ambulance arrived, but paramed¬ 
ics confirmed his death at 5.25pm 
on the same day. 

Police were able to understand 


what happened due to two passing 
vehicles’ dash cam footage but the 
investigation could not determine 
at which point Mr Brett lost con¬ 
sciousness during the incident. 

According to the police report, 
he collided with the central reser¬ 
vation, veered across three lanes 
and then drove off of the hard 
shoulder and onto the verge. 

The vehicle then re-entered the 
hard shoulder before veering off 
onto the verge for the last time 
and colliding with a tree. 

A post mortem was carried out 
on August 10 by Doctor Benjamin 
Swift at Princess Alexandra hos¬ 
pital in Harlow. 

He found the cause of death to 
be severe head injuries. 

Detective Chief Inspector Pass- 
more of Essex Police led the 
investigation and gave evidence 
at the inquest. 

He said: “Although the vehicles 
driving past Mr Brett can 
describe what happened to his 
vehicle as it veered across the 
carriageway, no one is able to tell 
us where this concrete has come 
from, how it has come about, and 
how it entered the windscreen.” 

The police looked into several 
possible reasons, including 
whether the block came from an 
aircraft, however, there were no 


heavy planes flying over at that 
time. 

After the concrete block 
entered Mr Brett’s windscreen 
and before he began to lose con¬ 
trol of the vehicle, dash cam foot¬ 
age shows him accelerating 
towards a lorry driving ahead of 
him, but it is not known why as 
his family described him as a 
careful driver. 

It is estimated that he travelled 
for 1,000 to 1,010 metres from the 
start of the impact until he 
crashed into the tree on to the 
verge. 

Coroner 

Senior coroner Caroline Beas- 
ley-Murray concluded the 
inquest. 

She said: “Sadly, despite a thor¬ 
ough investigation it has not been 
possible to establish how it came 
to be the concrete block that came 
through the windscreen. 

“Andrew Michael Brett died as 
he was driving on the Mil as a 
result of a fragment of concrete 
hitting the windscreen of his car. 
It is not known exactly how this 
happened. 

“He was clearly much loved 
family man and I express my 
utmost condolences for your 
loss.” 


Hunt for would-be burglars as two

POLICE investigating an 
attempted burglary are 
appealing for witnesses after 
two suspicious incidents 
occurred in the same area on 
the same night. 

The first incident, which saw 
offenders attempting to gain 
entry to a house on Lincoln 


Close in Thorley, occurred at 
around 7pm on Tuesday, 
November 2. 

The perpetrators entered the 
rear of the property by climbing 
over the locked side gate, then 
attempted to break in through a 
window. 

Police say they believe the 


offenders made off in the 
direction of the Badgers area 
after failing to gain entry. 

Around 40 minutes later, 
police received a report of a 
separate incident involving 
suspicious behaviour at an 
address nearby in The Paddock, 
Thorley Park. 
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Gun amnesty aims to halt 
rise in shooting offences 

Move comes after 34-year-old man was killed outside Essex garage

ESSEX Police are asking people to hand in firearms 
without fear of prosecution to help prevent further 
deaths. 

The annual firearms surrender will run until 
Sunday, November 26. 

Any unwanted or unlicensed firearms, ammuni¬ 
tion, imitation firearms, and air or gas-powered 
weapons can be handed in to one of eight police 
stations without fear of prosecution for illegally 
possessing them. 

The weapons amnesty comes after John Pordage 
was fatally shot in Chelmsford. 

The killing of the 34-year-old coincided with a 
“concerning” increase in the number of firearm 
offences over the past three years, according to 
police. 

Mr Pordage was outside the BP garage in Baddow 
Road, Great Baddow, when he was shot in the chest 
at 2am on Saturday, August 5. Two teenagers are set 
to stand trial next year in connection with his 
murder. 

Essex Police are still trying to find 17-year-old 
suspect Bradley Blundell in connection with the 
incident. 

The history of each live weapon handed in will be 
checked to see if it has been involved in a crime. 

Firearm 


Detective Chief Superintendent Rob Fordham 
said: “In the last three years we’ve seen a concerning 
rise in the number of offences involving a firearm - 
from 768 to 900. 

“Guns can have a devastating impact on people’s 
lives as shown by the death of John Pordage in 
Chelmsford in August. 

“This surrender will give you the opportunity to 
safely dispose of any unwanted or unlicensed fire¬ 
arms and ammunition safely, ensuring they do not 
fall into the wrong hands. 

“There are many responsible firearms licence 
holders in Essex, but there’ve been a number of 
changes to the law in recent years and people may 
not be aware of how they’re affected. 

“This surrender also gives you the opportunity to 
hand in any guns you may have inherited from 
elderly relatives or friends which are not actually 
legal for you to possess.” 

Weapons can be surrendered at the front counter 
of Harlow police station as well as others around 
Essex but you are asked to call ahead on 101 for 
advice on how best to transport the item. 

You can also use the 101 service to arrange for a 
police officer to collect the weapon. 

Det Chief Supt Fordham added: “As well as real 
firearms, we are also keen for you to hand in 
imitation firearms, air weapons and BB guns.

ESSEX Police have removed an 
appeal from their social media 
sites and blocked more than 40 
people after ‘offensive 
comments’ were made over a 
poppy tin theft. 

Police had launched an appeal 
to help find two women who 
used an advent calendar to 
conceal them stealing a Poppy 
Appeal box in Tesco Express in 
Chelmsford. 

The incident happened at 
around 4pm on Wednesday, 
November 1 and police released 
a screenshot of the CCTV footage 
of two women they wanted to 
speak to in connection with the 
incident.

Stars Don't Die In Liverpool 

FILM STARS DON'T DIE IN LIVERPOOL (15) 

★★★★★ 

BASED on a true story, director Paul 
McGuigan’s handsomely mounted drama charts 
a star-crossed romance across class and cultural 
divides, conducted in the shadow of terminal 
illness. 

While the steady decline of one half of this 
contemporary Romeo and Juliet coughs and 
splutters through tear-stained cliches, the on¬ 
screen chemistry of Annette Bening and Jamie 
Bell illuminates every frame of Film Stars Don’t 
Die In Liverpool. 

They are a dynamic and instantly lovable 
double-act, stoking enough sexual tension to 
melt celluloid in the groovy opening scene of 
their courtship: an energetic hustle to the 
Saturday Night Fever soundtrack. 

The image of Bell jiving kindles fond 
memories of his breakout role as Billy Elliot. 

The County Durham-born actor has outgrown 
his ballet shoes and he delivers a compelling, 
nuanced performance here that tugs the 
heartstrings. 

Bening employs a deft mixture of fizzing 
charm, naivete and mournful regret to portray 
screen siren Gloria Grahame, who is acutely 
aware of her power over the opposite sex. 

In the summer of 1979, jobbing actor Peter 
Turner (Bell) and Hollywood actress Gloria 
Grahame are neighbours in a London 
guesthouse. 

It is more than two decades since Gloria’s 
halcyon years, which included an Oscar win for 
The Bad And The Beautiful, but Peter is 
smitten. 

He follows her to America and meets Gloria’s 
indomitable mother Jeanne McDougall 
(Vanessa Redgrave) and jealous older sister Joy 
(Frances Barber). Peter is taken aback by the 
simplicity of his sweetheart’s home - a trailer 
on the beach - but Gloria is content without the 
glitz of her studio days. 

Peter struggles to find work and when Gloria 
receives a devastating diagnosis, she ends the 
affair to spare her beau greater pain. 

Two years later, she returns to the UK for a 
stage role and collapses in her dressing room. 

In her hour of need, Gloria calls for Peter and 
he dutifully takes charge of her recuperation in 
the home he shares with his father Joe (Kenneth 
Cranham), mother Bella (Julie Walters) and 
brother Joe Jnr (Stephen Graham). 

Film Stars Don’t Die In Liverpool elegantly 
navigates the highs and lows of Peter and 
Gloria’s turbulent relationship. 

The smouldering sensuality of Bening and 
Bell is complemented by robust, earthy 
supporting performances. 

Walters provides the lion’s share of broad 
comic relief as a house-proud mam, who isn’t 
best pleased when Peter arrives unannounced 
with glamorous company. 

“You should have given me some warning. I 
would have put the electric blanket on!” she 
trills. 

The two leads generate enough heat to keep 
the entire house toasty warm. Damon Smith

Selfie obsession 


INGRID GOES WEST (15) 
★★★★★ 


T he soundtrack to 
modern life is a 
melancholic symphony 
of beeps, rings, chirps 
and pings, 

synchronised to the drum beat 
of fingers swiping back and 
forth across LED screens. 

The thrilling melody of face- 
to-face conversation has been 
supplanted by a monotonous, 
staccato chorus of click, like, 
share, follow, comment, 
hashtag. post. chat, reply, tag. 
add. rofl. lurk, block, crying 
face emoji... 

Matt Spicer’s dark and 
disconcerting comedy drama is 
a delicious cautionary tale 
about tech-sawy generations, 
whose fragile sense of self- 
worth is determined by 
connections on social media. 

As the eponymous heroine of 
Ingrid Goes West observes: “If 
you don’t have anyone to share 
things with, what’s the point of 
living?” 

Squirm-inducing social 
awkwardness takes a selfie 
with jet-black humour in 
Spicer’s script, co-written by 
David Branson Smith, which 
straps us in - ready or not - for 
a rollercoaster ride through the 
twisted psyche of one 20- 


something loner, who treats 
her mobile phone as an 
extension of her body. 

Aubrey Plaza delivers a 
powerhouse performance in 
the title role, eliciting 
sympathy and discomfort in 
equal measure as her cyber¬ 
stalker’s mental illness spirals 
sickeningly out of control in 
the aftermath of her mother’s 
death. 

Matters come to a head with 
a violent altercation at a 
wedding, and Ingrid Thorburn 
reluctantly confronts her 
warped perception of reality in 
a mental facility. 

For years, Ingrid’s best friend 


has been her mobile phone. 

It’s an addiction that 
prevents her from nurturing 
healthy relationships with real 
people rather than avatars. 

During her supposed 
rehabilitation, Ingrid develops 
an obsession with Californian 
socialite and It girl Taylor 
Sloane (Elizabeth Olsen), who 
documents every facet of her 
dreamy, picture-perfect fife on 
Instagram. 

Cashing in a 60,000 US dollar 
inheritance from her mother, 
Ingrid moves to Los Angeles to 
be closer to Sloane, rents an 
apartment from Batman- 
fixated screenwriter Dan Pinto 


(O’shea Jackson Jr) and stalks 
her unsuspecting prey from 
afar. 

When an opportunity arises 
to gatecrash her idol’s 
bohemian chic existence, 

Ingrid spins a web of lies to 
impress Sloane and her artist 
husband Ezra (Wyatt Russell). 

The two women become 
awkward friends but sisterly 
solidarity is strained by the 
arrival of Sloane's fun-loving 
brother Nicky (Billy 
Magnussen), who has a nose 
for nutcases. 

Ingrid Goes West employs 
the idealised filters of the 
central character’s online 
world to lure us into the 
quicksand of her aching 
loneliness. 

Plaza is blisteringly funny 
and horribly pathetic. 

A seemingly throwaway 
scene in which Ingrid and 
Sloane take a road trip and 
sing along to R&B duo K-Ci & 
JoJo’s ballad All My Life 
lurches between the two 
extremes as we glimpse the 
steely intent in Ingrid’s eyes as 
she caterwauls: “All my fife, 

I’ve prayed for someone like 
you.” 

Every syllable resonates in 
her tortured soul. 

Like, share, face screaming in 
fear emoji. Damon Smith

H E'S been bitten by a 

poisonous snake, toppled by 
a cow, dragged to the 
ground by vicious geese and 
terrorised by a sheep - but 
for animal-loving Paul O'Grady, it's 
all just part and parcel of countryside 
life. 

The 62-year-old For The Love Of 
Dogs presenter, reckons there's no 
place for sissies in his neck of the 
woods, rural Kent, where he's lived 
for almost 20 years. 

His husband, ballet dancer Andre 
Portasio, whom he married in a quiet 
ceremony in London in August, still 
doesn't live with him in the Georgian 
farmhouse surrounded by rolling 
hills, Paul reveals. 

And it's not just because of his 
menagerie of animals - which 
includes five dogs, pigs, goats, sheep, 
chickens and ducks - or the work that 
goes with looking after them, as 
charted in his latest book, Paul 
O'Grady's Country Life. 

He says: "Andre's got used to all the 
animals now. He was terrified of 
animals when I first met him but now 
he takes it all in his stride. But he's 
not like me. I don't think anyone's 
like me." 

They've been an item for more than 
10 years, but have never lived 
together. 

"We're doing a Helena Bonham- 
Carter and Tim whatshisname 
(Burton), and it works a treat. 

"We got married because I thought, 
'It's been 10 years' and also for 
financial security like death duties. 

"You have to think of the practical 
side. 

"I thought, 'Oh for God's sake, it's 
about time,' so we had a little private 
one. We just had friends and family." 

Does Andre have to compete with 
all the animals for Paul's attention? 

"He's given up," Paul quips with a 
shrug. "His dog won't go near him 
when I'm around - she sits on my 
knee. It's not my fault. It's just the 
way I am." 

Paul, who admits moving to the 
country from the city was a rude 
awakening, writes hilarious 
anecdotes about being mounted by a 
cow, dealing with rats and bats and 
struggling with no 'leccy' when 
winter set in, as well as his 
no-tolerance policy when it comes to 
animal cruelty. 

"I felt really stressed at first. I 
thought, 'What have I done?' I didn't 
drive, I didn't have a computer. I was 
like Catweazle. 

"Now when I'm in the countryside, 

I look like Worzel Gummidge. When 
friends come down they recoil in 
horror! It's called letting yourself go 
and I'd highly recommend it." 


Andre goes back to his own place 
during the week, which is near to 
Paul's flat in London, and teaches at 
the Royal Ballet. 

So is he enjoying married life? 

"I am, it's the same as before. We 
didn't even bother with wedding 
rings, we just kept our own 
Claddaghs (traditional Irish rings). I 
don't like wearing jewellery. I wasn't 
going to wear a wedding ring and the 
Claddagh, going round like I own a 
Northern club. Forget it. 

"We see each other all the time, we 
just don't live together, which for me 
makes for a perfect relationship 
because when you've had enough, 
you can say, 'I'll see you, I'm off!' 

Paul admits he's not the easiest 
person to live with. 

"I'm a bit cranky of a morning. I'm 
a cobra. I don't get up, I'm exhumed, 
and I slither down the stairs looking 
for trouble. But otherwise I'm fine. 

"He's pristine, you know, 
everything's tidy - and I'm not. I'm 
shocking. Julian Clary told me that

Paul O'Grady on taking over 
hosting duties for Blind Date 
on Channel 5, the dating show 
that was famously presented 
by his good friend Cilia Black 

when I walk into a dressing room, I 
trash it within seconds. Julian's very 
tidy.” 

Away from showbiz, Paul is 
involved with all sorts of country 
pursuits, from hand-rearing orphan 
lambs, to growing his own produce 
and campaigning to save the 
countryside. And he still gets angry 
about many things. 

"The country is fast becoming 
smaller, and my worry is we will lose 
our farms because of all the trade 


deals we've done with the US. I go in 
the supermarket and say, 'Why 
haven't you got Kentish tomatoes on 
sale? Why does this asparagus come 
from Peru?' I've got it in my garden. 
Why aren't we supporting our 
farmers?” 

For now, he's looking forward to 
spending Christmas with his 
husband, daughter Sharyn and two 
grandchildren - Abel, 11 and Halo, 
seven. 

He's also writing a children's book 
with a conservation 
message, will be filming 
a For The Love Of Dogs 
Christmas special plus a 
new series of the hit ITV 
canine show next year, 
as well as another series 
of Blind Date for 
Channel 5. 

What was it like 
stepping into his late 
best mate Cilia Black's 
shoes? 

"It was hard to do at 


first. It was awful. I felt I was treading 
on her toes. 

"I turned it down at first, and then 
we had a meeting and I said if they 
were true to the original formula, I'd 
do it. 

"They didn't get it right but this 
time around they will because I 
turned -1 gave them the full Bette 
Davis. It's a different reign now, a 
reign of terror!” 

Country life has helped Paul switch 
off from showbiz, to feel happy about 
doing nothing. 

"I could never relax 
before. I was always being 
told off by family and 
friends, who'd tell me to sit 
down. 

"Now, I'll sit and read a 
book in the afternoon and 
I don't have the guilt."

Country star Shania Twain talks to 

KERRI-ANN ROPER about why 
her new record isn't a 'divorce 
album' and how she thought her 
battle with Lyme Disease might 
end her music career 


I T CAN'T be easy returning to 
something after 15 years. 
Especially when that something 
is a very successful music 
career. 

There would be so many reasons 
to run in the opposite direction: 
new, younger artists, a different 
musical landscape, fans who can 
praise or tear you down on social 
media in an instant... 

If you're Shania Twain though, 
you return in style and you make 
cementing your place as the queen 
of country pop look effortless. 

Canadian-born Shania, 52, 
returned this year with a new 
album - her first full-length one in 
15 years - titled NOW, which hit 
number one on the UK album 
charts shortly after its release. 

"It's a big undertaking to put 
another album out,” she says 
matter- of-factly. 

"Especially because I 
wrote all the music alone, 
which was another huge 
commitment and 
responsibility, so that 
was a bit nerve-wracking. 

But now that it's finished, 

I'm relieved and excited.” 

I meet Shania at a 
listening session for the 
album. In my head I can 
see her in her 1999 
music video for her 
hit song Man! I Feel 
Like A Woman, 
peeking out from 
under her top hat 
and purring: "Let's 
go, girls!" 

Shania is warm 
and understated in 
person - and you 
can sense a quiet 
confidence brim¬ 
ming under the 
surface as she 
talks about her 
music. 

"Just getting to the point where I 
would even be able to make a 
record, record the voice, that was 
the scariest part, and committing 
myself to writing it alone,” she 
explains. 

When we talk again a few weeks 
later, this time on the telephone, 
she's completed one "scary” 
mission - putting her music out 
there. 

There's a very catchy tune called 
Life's About To Get Good on the 
new record, and I wonder if she 
ever considered that as a title. 

She explains her choice of NOW: 




"Since I haven't had an album in so 
long and fans have been waiting 
so many years, it was more of a 
statement to say that this who I 
was, I was someone 15 years ago 
and I'm a different person now. 

"And also, being ready now, I'd 
had a lot of vocal problems, that's 
the main reason why I wasn't able 
to make albums prior to now, the 
last 15 years has been a long 
transition to now." 

She's referencing a struggle with 
Lyme Disease and nearly losing her 
voice for good. 

She says: "I lost my voice. It was 
terrible and so for seven years I 
really just believed I would never 
even know what was wrong with it, 
it was very scary and very sad, 
obviously you know, I felt like I'd 


lost one of the great joys of 
my life. It was very long and 
painful, I mean the first seven years 
were just really a mystery of what 
was wrong with it, so that was 
terrifying and then the last seven 
years have been all about the 
rehabilitation and hard work.” 

There was also her divorce from 
her producer husband Robert 
"Mutt" Lange following 15 years of 
marriage after he had an affair with 
her best friend. 

Shania is very clear though when 
I ask her if this is in any way a 
divorce album. 

She says: "Well, I would describe 
this as a transition album. I went 
through a very long transitional 
phase of recovering from a lot of 
things, reflecting on my whole life 



and recovering my voice... so it's 
definitely not a divorce album. 
There's just way too much that's 
happened over the last 16 years. 

"It's more about a much 
longer phase in my life than 
just the divorce period, and it's 
also helped put things in 
perspective. 

"There are so many more things 
in my life of importance and that's 
why there's a lot of positivity in 
the album as well. There's a lot of 
optimism, I touch on the dark 
side and I also touch on coming 
out the other end." 

And she's right. The album is 
dangerously catchy and a few of 
the songs - anthems such as 
Swingin' With My Eyes Closed - 
you can sense will be played on 
repeat. 

Shania is a five-time Grammy 
award winner and has sold more 
than 75 million albums. Last year 
she ranked ninth on the Forbes 
Highest Paid Women in Music 
list, with a rumoured fortune 
of around £20.7 million ($27.5m), 
one position above other 
music big hitters such as Celine 
Dion. 

Before her recent return to the 
studio, she performed regularly as 
part of a residency in Las Vegas. 

Fans won't be disappointed 
with her new album. 

"I really do hope that it 
inspires people... this album 
still has all the optimism that 
my other music has, but there is 
more of a contrast between 
reality and how difficult life can 
really be and also how great it 
feels to survive those times," 
she says. 

Around the time that I'm 
talking to Shania, the film 
industry is reeling from sexual 
harassment claims against 
a string of high-profile 
figures. 

"I'm inspired by the 
fact this light is being 
finally turned on and in a really big 
way. I think culturally for the kids 
growing up right now in this time, 
maybe they will be liberated from 
this, from what was considered 
more of the norm,” she says. 

"The winds of change are here 
and I'm excited about it. It's a dark, 
unfortunate thing to be going 
through for the women that are 
having to go back through their 
pasts and deal with all of this in the 
press and it's taken courage, but it is 
such a fantastic exposure that is so 
beyond necessary, so I'm inspired 
by what is going on right now. 

"I hope we never stop 
highlighting that, so that our kids 
grow up with a different norm."

SHED SEVEN

How would you describe your 
singing voice? 

I SANG Addicted To Love on Comic 
Relief and I wasn’t very good, I'm 
quite happy to say that, but a singing 
teacher saw it and sent me an email 
saying she taught many professional 
singers and I had a singing voice, 
but I just didn't know how to use it. 

I rang her and had a few lessons 
and it's added an octave to my vocal 
range and improved my breathing 
and pitch control. 

What do the DIY SOS crew think 
about you bringing out your 
debut album Every Kind Of 
People? 

ENORMOUS p*ss take obviously. As 
soon as I walk in it’s 'Give us a song' 
and 'Where is your guitar?' 

We've worked together 18 years so 
they are going to take the p*ss, but 
they have been very supportive as 
well. A lot of the crew play guitars 
and you'll often find everyone at the 
end of the day in the hotel playing 
guitars and having a sing song with 
the hotel guests. 

We've actually just being doing a 
DIY SOS build for a policeman 
injured in the Westminster Bridge 
attack. 

Has music always been a 
passion? 

I HAVE been playing since I was 14 
and music has always been a big 
part of my life. 

My brother is a musician and my 
three sisters are all dancers and I’ve 
a niece who works in the West End. 


We’re a very musical family. 

Music has always been in the 
background for me - playing at 
family birthdays and weddings - but 
now I’m putting it in the foreground. 

Did you ever take music 
lessons? 

I'M self-taught. I would watch my 
brother play and watch Top Of The 
Pops to see what they did with their 
fingers on the guitar and then try it 
myself. I play by ear. I suppose it's 
like sight reading for an actor.

How have you managed to fit in 
the album and TV work? 

BEING separated from my wife, I’ve 
not been living at home and having 
to deal with the things she has to 
deal with.

I 
don't like time on my hands, sitting 
around doing nothing, you know, 
I'm a very restless individual.

Stir-fry things up 

TV chef and cookery book writer Ching-He Huang 
knows a thing or two about making a decent 
stir-fry. She tells ELLA WALKER how 
we have been doing them all wrong... 


H OW many of us have 
lumped for a 
supermarket stir-fry 
mix, complete with 
sickly packet sauce, 
dumped it all in a wok, burned 
the bottom, and wished we'd 
just ordered in chow mein? 

We bet this happens a lot, but 
it doesn't have to be that way. 

In her new cookbook, Stir 
Crazy, TV chef, foodie 
entrepreneur and Chinese 
cookery aficionado Ching-He 
Huang has come up with 100 
stir-fry recipes that won't involve 
dry, frazzled chicken and limp 
beansprouts. 

“We are living in a fast-paced 
world and time is of the essence,'' 
she says, explaining why our 
obsession with flash-fried 
noodles and crunchy veg isn't 
likely to wane. They're quick, 
accessible, speedy and non¬ 
threatening - you don't need a 
lot of fancy kitchen equipment.” 

Despite how quick and easy 
they are, however, in the West 
we're still prone to messing up 
our stir-fries. 

"People add everything in at 
once and hope for the best, but 
really, the simple message is that 
every ingredient needs its time,” 
says Taiwan-born Ching, 38. 

"That's the beauty of stir- 
frying, you heat the wok up to a 
really high heat, then you add 
the oil - when you swish the oil 
around it creates even heat 
distribution. 

"Then you add garlic, ginger, 
chillies - the holy trinity - and I 
always love to add all three, 


because why not? They need a 
few seconds, then add your 
protein or crunchier vegetables, 
carrots first, then let everything 
settle and caramelise on one 
side, saute, then turn and toss to 
cook; season and serve. 

"Every element of that process 
needs its own time," she says. 

"Be mindful that having all the 
ingredients prepped beforehand 
helps,” she adds. "That's where 
people go wrong, because they 
think, 'I'll chop and just chuck it 
in' but if you do that, you burn 
whatever's in the wok.” 

It's not just ease and speed that 
attracts Ching to stir-fries. 

For the north-London-based 
cookery book writer, it's a dish 
that offers myriad health 
benefits, variety ("It's not just 
your hoisin or oyster sauce”), 
and feeds into sustainability. 

Half the recipes in Stir Crazy 
are vegetarian and vegan, and 


when meat does feature, it makes 
up no more than 20% of a dish. 

"In Chinese restaurants, the 
majority of the dishes are 
meat-based, but traditionally in 
Chinese cooking and culture, it 
was 80% vegetable based and 
meat was only a luxury,” says 
Ching, explaining that she 
wanted to return to those roots. 

"It's really about the quality of 
ingredients, not quantity, and 
you get what you give from the 
planet. 

"Unfortunately, we're taking a 
lot more than we're giving (at the 
moment). We need to cut down 
on our meat consumption, we all 
need to.” 

For Ching, food is as much 
about eating well as it is about 
taking care of yourself. 

"Traditionally in Chinese 
culture, food is medicine - we've 
always believed you heal yourself 
through what you eat.” 


Raw foods are considered 
cleansing and can help detoxify 
the body; cooked foods are 
nourishing and when lightly 
sauteed or steamed, nutrients 
are unlocked and food is more 
easily digested; then healing 
foods - like goji berries, shitake 
mushrooms and ginseng - "are 
eaten occasionally when the 
body needs it to heal itself" 

"You need to cleanse, you need 
to detox, you need to nourish 
and you need to heal,” says 
Ching with feeling, noting that 
it's all about balance. 

"What nature gives us is 
perfect,” she says "Our body is 
perfect too, if we treat it right 
- everything works in harmony, 
if we give it a chance."

I PUT myself through some 
challenges, my friends. 

In the home of the albarino 
grape I ate the weirdest little 
barnacles called percebes, which 
cling to wave-battered rocks in 
the Atlantic Ocean. I ate several. 

Google them and know I did 
this for you so I could sample 
native albarino wines alongside. 

I absolutely loved my visit to 
Rfas Baixas in Galicia, north-west 
Spain. More than anything, I'll 
remember the amazing seafood 
of octopus, prawns, oysters, 
lobster and razor clams served 
with chilled, fruity, dynamic white 
wines from the region. 

I don't expect you to eat 
barnacles, but you can plan more 
normal food and wine pairings. 

Albarino is perfect for a 
Christmas Day seafood starter as

you can't go wrong with this 
grape which grows in a region 
influenced by the Atlantic. 

I was told that albarino is also 
spot-on with Asian and Mexican 
food. Who'd have thought? 

You'll find lots of albarino 
choices in wine merchants 
and supermarkets and I'll 
leave you to explore. Here 
are four I tasted in the 
wineries of their birth. 

■ Santiago Ruiz Albarino 
(£13.99, finewinesdirectuk. 
com, 13% abv) is a blend of 
white varieties with albarino 



contributing 70%. Fruit notes 
include pear, apple and citrus, 
with a dash of spice. I love the 
story of the daughter of the 
founding wine producer, who 
drew a map to their home for her 
wedding guests. Her father 
decided to use it as the bottle 
label and 50 years later it is still 
there. 

■ Bodegas Terras Gauda 
Albarino Abadia de San 
Campio 2016 
(£14.75, winedirect. 
co.uk, 13.5% abv): 

This delicious wine has 
aromas of lemons and 
grapefruit with 
pineapple making a 
statement too; to taste 
it has a lingering 
balance of acidity with a good 
weight.

■ Pazo de Senorans 
Albarino 2016 (£15.99, 
virginwines.co.uk, 13.5% 
abv): The 16th century 
manor house at Pazo de 
Senorans has been 
converted into a winery 
and the restoration of its 
rooms has created a 
go-to elegant venue for 
weddings. I tasted a 
selection of wines in a centuries- 
old room, the table bedecked 
with roses. The wine has 
delightful aromas of green apples 
and white flowers which are 
delicate, but not shy at coming 
forward. It is structured with 
citrus notes which are elegant, 
refreshing and zippy. 

■ Pazo Baion Albarino (£19.99, 
ministryofdrinks.co.uk, 13% 
abv): The grapes come from a 



single vineyard and yes, I 
walked past it in the 
grounds of this beautiful 
winery which dates back 
to the 15th century. The 
2016 vintage has aromas 
of fennel and spring 
flowers, stone fruit, 
especially pineapple and 
in the mouth the fruit and 
acidity are in balance.

another level - the perfect 
comfort dish.” 

INGREDIENTS: 

Itbsp rapeseed oil, plus Itsp 
300g purple aubergine, sliced into 
1cm x 3cm strips 
1 red chilli, deseeded and finely 
sliced 

Itbsp Shaohsing rice wine or dry 
sherry 

For the sauce: 

Itsp smooth peanut butter 
Itbsp chilli bean paste 
Itsp sesame paste, such as tahini 
2tbsp low-sodium light soy sauce 
Itbsp Chinkiang black rice vinegar 
or balsamic vinegar 
Itbsp cornflour 
50ml cold water 






For the garnish and to serve: 

1 spring onion, finely sliced 
Itsp toasted sesame seeds 
Wheat flour noodles or steamed 
jasmine rice 

METHOD: 

1. Whisk together all the 
ingredients for the sauce in a 
jug, then set aside. 

2. Heat a wok over a high 
heat until smoking and add 
one tablespoon of rapeseed 
oil. Add the aubergine strips 
and stir-fry for four to five 
minutes while adding small 
drops of water to soften the 
aubergine - about 100ml in 
total. As the water 
evaporates, keep adding 
more. 


3. Once softened, push the 
aubergines to one side of the 
wok and add the second 
teaspoon of rapeseed oil. Fry 
the sliced chilli for a few 
seconds, then season with 
the Shaohsing rice wine or 
dry sherry. 

4. Give the sauce a stir, then 
add to the wok and cook 
gently, stirring and tossing all 
the ingredients together until 
the sauce is heated through 
and has coated the 
aubergines - about two 
minutes. 

5. Garnish with the spring 
onion and toasted sesame 
seeds and serve immediately 
with your choice of noodles 
or rice. 


"IT'S called Three-cup 
Chicken because, 
traditionally, it uses 
one cup of soy sauce, 
one cup of rice wine, 
and one cup of 
toasted sesame oil," 
says Ching. 

"If Japan is famous 
for inventing teriyaki 
sauce, Taiwan is 
famous for its 
Three-cup Chicken 
sauce. 

"The sweet basil at the 
end imparts an aniseed 
aroma and taste, which 
pairs perfectly with this 
dish. 

"If you can't get 
Taiwanese basil, try Thai 
sweet basil or sweet basil.' 

INGREDIENTS: 

250g boneless chicken thighs, 
sliced into 1cm x 2.5cm cubes 
Pinch of sea salt flakes 
Pinch of ground white pepper 
Itbsp cornflour 
Itbsp rapeseed oil 
Large knob of fresh root ginger, 
peeled and cut into large slices 
2 garlic cloves, crushed but left 
whole 

1 red chilli, sliced into rings 





THREE-CUP CHICKEN 


Itbsp Shaohsing rice wine or dry 
sherry 

50ml low-sodium light soy sauce 
50ml toasted sesame oil 
Itsp caster sugar 
5g Taiwanese nine-pagoda leaf 
basil or Thai sweet basil 

METHOD: 

1. Place the chicken in a 
bowl, add the salt and 
ground white pepper and 
then dust with the cornflour. 
Mix well to coat then set 
aside. 

2. Heat a wok over a high 
heat until smoking and add 
the rapeseed oil. Add the 
ginger slices and fry until 
crispy and golden, then add 
the garlic and red chilli and

toss for a few seconds to 
release their flavour. 

3. Add the chicken pieces 
and leave for 10 seconds to 
sear and colour, then flip 
them over. Season with 
Shaohsing rice wine or dry 
sherry and stir-fry for two to 
three minutes on a high heat 
until the chicken is almost 
cooked. 

4. Add the light soy sauce, 
the toasted sesame oil and 
sugar and cook for five 
minutes until the liquid has 
almost evaporated. The 
chicken should have a dark 
brown, slightly sticky shine. 
Add the basil leaves and toss 
through to wilt, take off the 
heat and serve immediately.

T BEGAN with a five-minute 
BBC radio broadcast on 
Christmas Day, 1927. 

The appeal hoped to raise some 
money to help children and the 
short broadcast led to listeners 
donating £1,143,18 shillings and 
three pennies which was split 
between four charities and spent on 
presents and holidays for disabled 
and underprivileged youngsters. 

Before Pudsey appeared on the 
scene, it was another yellow bear 
who launched the first television 
appeal. Glove puppet Sooty and 
Harry Corbett presented the 1955 
Children's Hour Christmas Appeal 
and the fundraising special went on 
to be hosted by a variety of 
presenters including Eamonn 
Andrews and Leslie Crowther. The 
BBC appeal became a TV and radio 
regular right up until 1979 - raising a 
total of £625,836 over the years. 

Radio 2 Breakfast Show rising star 
Terry Wogan made his debut 
appearance on the fundraiser in 1978 
and joined Sue Lawley and Esther 
Rantzen for the launch of the 
new-style Children In Need telethon 
on BBC 1 in 1980. 

It captured the public's 
imagination and £1 million was 
raised for the first time. The telethon 
was the brainchild of Mark Patterson 
and he went on to be the executive 
producer of the appeal show for the 
next nine years. 

Terry Wogan loomed large over the 
charity event and was joined by a 
diverse line-up over the years 
including Joanna Lumley, Sue Cook, 
Gaby Roslin, Natasha Kaplinsky, 
Fearne Cotton and Tess Daly. 

The veteran broadcaster hosted the 
annual BBC charity event for 35 years 
until 2015 when poor health forced 
him to pull out and he passed 
away in 2016, after a battle with 
cancer. 

Tess, who is part of the 
presenting team for this year's 
Children In Need on Friday, 
says she will always 
remember working with Terry 
on the live shows. "He was so 
generous with his time and he 
was so lovely and effortless. I 
can still remember standing 
next to him listening to those 
dulcet Irish tones you have grown 
up with. He was such a 
gentleman," she says.

help but think about him when we 
were in the studio. I missed him 
physically being there in the room. 

"He took the fundraising side very 
seriously and he hosted lunches at 
his house.

All that mattered to 
him was the children and raising 
money. He took it so seriously and he 
got so involved in it.” 

Fellow presenter Ade Adepitan, 
who contacted polio when he 
was just 15 months old, grew up 
watching Children In Need and 
the appeal helped him personally 
when he was at Stoke Mandeville 
Hospital.

year. The show will go on, bigger and 
better than ever." 

He added: "I'm going to miss our 
wonderful, inspiring evening 
together, but I'll be with you, 
watching, cheering and donating to a 
magnificent cause.”

In a sink 
area like this, your lights will need to be splashproof, 
which means an IP rating of at least IP44.

Pink Floyd was launched 
later that year and the group 
returned to Trinity House in 
1969 to shoot the cover of 
their fourth album, Ummag- 
umma, on which David Gilmour 
is pictured sitting in a chair in 
a doorway.

The house, which is near 
Cambridge, is for sale at 
£3.5m but needs upgrading.

Pan’s 

people 



T he story of Peter Pan has 

been a staple of many chil¬ 
dren's early years for more 
than a century since JM 
Barrie's novel was published 
in 1911. The 1953 Disney 
animated version, Hook 
(1991) and Peter Pan (2003) 
based on Barrie's characters, remain firm 
favourites for many kids - and adults - while 
every year there are dozens of theatre 
versions staged across the world. 

The story of a little boy who never wants to 
grow up was written by Barrie after he 
befriended the Llewellyn-Davies family while 
walking in London's Kensington Gardens in 
1897. This friendship also features in the 
movie Finding Neverland starring Johnny 
Depp and Kate Winslet. 

After both parents later died Barrie became 


the guardian of their five sons and paid for 
their upbringing and education, always 
insisting that they were the inspiration for the 
'Lost Boys' in the book. 

But they had mixed fortunes in real life. The 
oldest, George, was killed in WWI while 
Michael drowned while studying at Cam¬ 
bridge University and Peter, who struggled 
with the fame of being the 'real Peter Pan' 
committed suicide in 1960. 

In happier times, JM Barrie spent many 
hours with the boys and their parents at their 
home at 31 Kensington Gardens. The family 
moved out in 1904, and the house was later 
converted into apartments. One of these is 
now for sale. It is a two-bedroom flat with a 
combined lounge, kitchen and dining area as 
well as a large entrance hall. The property is 
on the market for £1.375 million through 
agent Strutt & Parker (020 7221 1111).

T here are plenty of 
property brochures 
that promise 
'secluded homes for sale 
with spectacular views'. 
But often the superla¬ 
tives don't match the 
reality. And then there is 
this, a former Lloyd's 
Signal Tower on the 
Cornish coast. It offers 
what must be the most 
spectacular sea views in 
the UK, and a few 
(famous) neighbours. 

The clifftop property 
has a rich history. Built in 
1872, its flag staff was 
used to mount sema¬ 
phore flags to communi¬ 
cate orders to passing 
ships from their owners. 
The orders were 
sent to the 
signallers within 
the tower from 
London via 
telegraph. 

Its service 
proved to be so 


popular that signallers at 
one point sent 1,000 
messages a month to 
passing ships. 

And Lloyd's Signal 
Tower gets its name from 
insurer Lloyds of London 
which took the building 
over in 1883. 

_ But the seeds of its 
demise were being 
sewn next door in 
two wooden huts. 
There Guglielmo 
Marconi was hard 
at work developing 
the first long-dis¬ 


tance radio transmissions. 

Lloyd's Signal Tower 
ceased its flag sema¬ 
phore operations in 1969 
and is now owned by the 
National Trust. 

The castellated tower 
has been converted into 
a luxury four-bedroom 
holiday home and is at 
Bass Point, just along the 
coast from Lizard Point. 

It is available on a 
76-year lease for 
£695,000 via agent 
Savills Cornwall (01872 
243200). 




A new generation 
is being 
introduced to 
the post-war 
leadership of 
Anthony Eden, 
pictured far right, 
a Prime Minister 
whose career was 
brought to a 
humiliating end 
when he blundered 
into the Suez 
Crisis, less than 
two years after 
taking office. 

Eden's short premier¬ 
ship, which ended after 
Britain colluded with 
Israel and France to 
invade Egypt in 1956, 
but then had to withdraw 
following international 
condemnation, plays a 
central role in the Netflix 
drama The Crown. 

Before he became 
Prime Minister in 1955 


Eden lived at his 
treasured country pile 
called Binderton House 
in Hampshire, where a 
different drama played 
out. He lived there with 
his wife Beatrice from 
1941 until 1952, but his 
rising political career 
kept him away from 
home and the marriage 
fell apart. 

Eden was the first 
British prime minister 


to have been a divorcee 
before holding office. 

The manor house 
where all this played out 
was later turned into five 
apartments and one of 
them is now for sale. 

It's a three-bedroom 
top-floor penthouse 
which has been modern¬ 
ised and covers some 
2,000 sg ft. It is for sale

EX-PUB'S DANDY 
OF A HISTORY 

There is a saying that all political 
careers end in failure. But the 
complicated love life and politicking 
of 17th century dandy George Villiers 
ended particularly badly. 

Villiers was born in Leicestershire in 
1592 to a comfortably-off local family 
who, after his father's death, sent him 
to train to be a courtier. 

A crash course in dancing, fencing 
and French placed him swiftly into a 
world comparable with today's Made 
in Chelsea set and, by the time he was 
21 years old, Villiers was becoming a 
favourite of the monarch, James I. 

The king promoted him through the 
ranks of the nobility partly because, 
many historians believe, he fancied 



the famously good-looking Villiers. By 
1623 he had been recast as the Duke of 
Buckingham and later Lord Admiral of 
the Fleet. 

However, his close relationship with 
the king attracted the public's ire, as 
did his naval and military 
misadventures and catholic wife. 

Then, one night, while staying in 
Portsmouth, Buckingham ventured 
out to attend a meeting in the local Ye 
Spotted Dogge pub. 

While there an army officer with a 
grudge stabbed him and he died soon 
afterwards. The pub, which has until 
recently been a hotel, is now being sold 
as a six-bedroom house, although the 
vendor, Ian Young, says the layout is 
flexible enough to enable multiple uses 
both private and commercial. 

It features a grand staircase, a bar 
and a walled garden. It's for sale with 
agent Morris Dibden (02392 737121) 
at £1.5 million.

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All you need to know 
about creating the best 
boundaries to add 
interest and practicality 

I was recently asked for some 
advice on planting a hedge in 
a countryside plot. The owner 
needed a boundary hedge to 
separate his new garden from 
a field beyond. He wanted 
something fast and cheap, 
and was planning to purchase 
bare-root stock for planting this 
month. 

His initial idea was for a laurel 
hedge. This is a vigorous evergreen 
with large glossy leaves and is 
excellent as a screening hedge. 

However, given the rural setting, it 
struck me as an opportunity to plant a 
native hedgerow. This will provide 
much more ornamental interest 
throughout the year with the varied 
foliage, berries and flowers from the 
different species. In addition, a native 
hedgerow supports a wide range of 
wildlife, from bees, butterflies and 
birds to badgers and bats. 

The flowers provide pollen, the 
branches offer nesting opportunities 
and the berries are a supply of 
valuable winter food. 

Bats even use these hedges as a 
kind of satellite navigation system to 
guide them on their flight paths. 

As these hedgerows criss-cross 
Britain through farms and gardens, 
they form wildlife corridors which are 
essential for a healthy ecology. For the 
gardener, they are reliable performers 
in tricky conditions. As natives, they 
have adapted to our climate and soil 
so that even when the earth is poor or 
damp, or when the climate gets 
extreme, they're not going to faint and 
wilt. 

So if you are thinking about adding 
a hedge to your garden, here's my top 
choice of native hedgerow species. 

THE GUELDER ROSE isn't a rose, 
it's our native viburnum. I think it's 
one of the most ornamental of the 
hedgerow plants. Fresh green 
sycamore-like leaves turn red in 
autumn, and its pretty lace cap white 
flowers are followed by glassy red 
berries, which blackbirds, bullfinches 
and thrushes love. 

ROSA CANINA is a very prickly and 
fast-growing rose which flowers in 
May and June. The autumn hips 


which follow the May and June 
flowers are extremely high in vitamin 
C and provide food for waxwings, tits, 
thrushes and finches. 

HAWTHORN is the classic hedgerow 
plant found in the majority of 
farmland hedges across the UK. 

It is dense, thorny and fast-growing, 
making it ideal as a barrier for 
livestock. 

It supports hundreds of insects, and 
its flowers, berries and foliage create 
an interesting tapestry. 


BUCKTHORN (Rhamnus frangula) 
is a good choice for damper sites. It is 
one of the main food sources for the 
Brimstone butterfly whose 
caterpillars eat the leaves. 

Birds like to nest in the dense 
network of branches and its wood is a 
source of charcoal, used in 
gunpowder. 

BLACKTHORN produces white 
blossoms very early in the year, 
which is a boon for bees. Butterflies 
lay their eggs and in turn birds feast 


on the caterpillars. Then it's our turn 
in winter when we can pick the 
berries to make sloe gin or wine. 

HAZEL creates shelter for nesting 
birds, and the nuts in autumn 
provide valuable hibernation food for 
squirrels and dormice. And it looks 
lovely draped in yellow catkins in 
February. 

SAMBUCUS, or elder, produces 
creamy white flowers in summer, 
followed by black berries which are 


rich in vitamin C, though these 
should be cooked before eating. 

Elder provides good foraging for 
wildlife and humans - the flowers can 
be made into wine or cordial or even 
fried as fritters! With its five-leaflet 
foliage, this plant will add layers of 
interest and texture to the hedgerow. 

HOLLY provides dense cover for 
birds and its glossy evergreen leaves 
and wonderful berries deliver 
structure and colour in the depths of 
winter. 



Don't stint on your preparations for winter's chill 



■ If you grow cabbage, make 
sure it's netted for winter to 
stop the birds tucking in. 

■ Bring potted herbs, such as 
mint, basil and parsley, 
indoors to the kitchen 
windowsill, left. 

■ Remember, November is 
the month to get tulip bulbs 
in. 

■ Borderline hardy plants, 
such as Melianthus and some

Agapanthus, that you're 
leaving in the ground should 
have a heavy layer of com¬ 
post around their base to 
protect them from frost. 

■ Remove stakes from 
herbaceous borders that have 
died back. 

■ Don't forget, some of your 
pond plants may be tender 


and in need of protection 
from the big freeze. 

■ Give your garden tools a 
clean before tidying them 
away for winter - remove any 
earth and apply oil to prevent 
rust. 

A bit of linseed oil on 
wooden handles can help 
prevent splitting. 

■ If you have bare-root roses, 
they can be planted any time 
between now and March. 
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Hawthorn 
also puts

LIRIOPE MUSCARI 

Big blue lilyturf, pictured 
right, is a low-growing 
herbaceous perennial. It's 
evergreen with arching 
dark green leaves and, at 
this time of year, has 
nice-looking spikes of small 
violet flowers. 

In addition to these 


valuable qualities, it likes 
partial or full shade and will 
perform well in acidic soil. 

It's a vigorous spreader, 
which is why it's often used 
as ground cover, so if you 
just want a few, confine to 
a pot. There's a variegated 
version with cream-striped 
leaves.

Q The Hairy Bikers, inset, 
displayed a small 
mulberry bush in a pot at 
the Hampton Court Flower 
Show, which we would like 
to buy, but can't find 
anywhere.

M any older 

homes have 
chimney 
breasts, offering 
a great 

opportunity for 
storage in the 
alcoves. 

With three kids and all the kit they 
come with, my shelves are often 
overloaded, so I need mine to be able 
to withstand quite a bit of weight. 

Here is my 5-step guide for giving it 
a go yourself... 


■ MEASURE EACH SHELF 

Before you start, think about what 
will be going on the shelves. For 
example, if I'm building bookshelves, 
I'll often make the bottom one or two 
shelves taller for larger books. 

Most houses with chimney breasts 
are a little older, and so the walls 
aren't necessarily going to be 
straight, so you'll need 
measurements for each individual 
shelf. Once you've decided where 
your shelves are going to be, use a 
spirit level to draw a straight line in 
pencil, along the back of the wall, for 
each shelf. 

If you don't have a spirit level, 
there are apps you can use on your 
smartphone that can do the trick. 
Record the length of each shelf as you 

go- 

Next, measure the depth of the 
alcove, or how deep you want your 
shelves to be, bearing in mind you 
may put a wood fascia on the front. 

■ CHOOSE THE RIGHT WOOD 

There are two types of wood I use to 
make sturdy shelves: 18mm MDF 
and prepared timber, 25 x 50mm. 

This is sometimes called PAR (planed 
all round) timber. You may also want 
a fascia on the front of your shelf, so 


Simple steps to 
building sturdy 
shelves in an alcove 


you'll need thin wood, for example 
13mm x 70mm prepared timber. 

You'll be using the MDF for your 
shelf, the 25 x 50mm prepared timber 
to make a frame for the shelf to sit on, 
and the 13mm x 70mm prepared 
timber for your fascia. 

You'll also need the following tools: 
Tape measure; panel saw (even if 
you've had your wood pre-cut, you 
may need to adjust it); drill with an 
7mm masonry bit, a 5mm high¬ 
speed bit & a Phillips head screw 
bit; spirit level (or app); Phillips 
screwdriver; two-part filler; 60-90 
grade sandpaper; a scraper; Brown 
Rawlplugs; 5 x 70mm screws; 5 x 
50mm screws; 40mm panel pins; 
hammer. 

■ LEARN HOW TO 
SAW PROPERLY 

Most DIY stores and timber yards will 
cut your wood for you, charging a 
small amount per cut - very useful if 
you don't fancy an afternoon covered 
in sawdust! 

If you're making two shelves, you'll 
need the following materials: 

Four long pieces of 25 x 50mm 
prepared wood to the width of the 
alcove. 

Four short pieces of 25 x 50mm 
prepared wood to the depth of the 
alcove, minus the depth of the front 
and back pieces of wood, and the 
fascia if you're having one. 

Two rectangular pieces of MDF to 
be your shelves. 

Two long pieces of 13mm x 70mm 



prepared wood for your fascia. 

If you want to saw the wood 
yourself, you need to work outside, as 
the MDF dust will get everywhere. 
You need something solid to lean on 
while you're doing your sawing, but if 
you're using your garden table, for 
example, don't saw through your 
wood and into what's beneath it! 

A work bench is ideal and you can 
pick one up new for about £10. 

When you've measured your wood 
and drawn your line on it, the safest 
way to use a panel saw is to put your 
thumb on the flat surface of the saw 
(as above) as a guide to get your cut 
started. This will stop the blade from 
wobbling about and doing you some 
real damage. If you're nervous about 


this, work slowly and gently. Once 
you've cut through the first bit of 
wood, your thumb won't need to 
hold the blade any more. Use the full 
length of the saw, forward and 
backwards, nice and smoothly. 

■ MEASURE OUT YOUR 
DRILL HOLES 

If you're building shelves in an alcove 
with a fireplace next to it, it's likely to 
be a brick wall, so you'll need to use 
your drill. Check that there are no 
plug sockets above or below where 
you're drilling. If there are, don't drill 
in the space directly above or below 
where your socket is. 

Take your long piece of wood for 
the back of the frame and, with your 


5mm high-speed bit, drill three holes 
in it - one in the middle and the 
others about 10cm away from each of 
the ends. Hold this piece of wood 
against the line you've drawn for your 
shelf. Put the drill back through the 
hole and lightly tap the trigger to 
make an indentation in the wall to 
show where you'll need to drill. 

Swap to your 7mm masonry bit 
and drill three holes in the wall. 

Insert your Rawlplugs - you may 
need to knock these in with a 
hammer to make them flush against 
the wall. Poke your 70mm screws 
through your wood, position it in 
place so the screws are sitting against 
the Rawlplugs, then screw them in 
with your Phillips screwdriver (or 
Phillips bit on your drill) until the 
wood is tightly fixed. If you've 
accidentally gone off level with this 
piece of wood, a light tap with your 
hammer should get it back into place. 
Repeat this process for the short 
ends, but use two holes/screws 
instead of three. 

To put the front of your frame on, 
drill two holes at each end of your 
long wood, about 12mm in. Screw 
the front of the frame to the side 
sections, two 70mm screws at each 
end. Lay your cut shelf on top of this. 

To attach the shelf to the frame, 
you're going to drill through the 
MDF. You'll know when to stop as 
MDF is easier to drill into than wood. 
You need three 50mm screws down 
into the back piece, two 50mm 
screws into each side, and for added 
strength, five 50mm screws down 
into the front of the frame. Use your 
drill to screw these together. You will 
find it too awkward to drill vertically, 
so it’s OK to do this slightly 
diagonally - just make sure the screw 
heads sink into the surface of the 
shelf. Nail on your fascia to the front 
of your shelf using panel pins. 

■ FILL IN YOUR 
SCREW HOLES AND PAINT 

Mix up your two-part filler on the lid 
of its pot and work fast, as it dries 
quickly. Use your scraper to cover all 
the screw holes on the top of the shelf 
and the panel pins on the fascia, 
leaving it a little bit proud of the flat 
surface, so you have something to 
sand off once it's set. 

Vacuum everything up, then paint 
your shelves with a decent primer 
undercoat and top coat with 
whatever suits your room.

I ost new car buyers 
are understandably a 
little weary when it 
conies to perhaps 
totally believing 
official fuel consumption figures 
on their new model after all the 
controversy on the subject in 
recent months. 

The only way to find the truth 
is to drive the car yourself for 
perhaps at least a few hundred 
miles across differing terrain, 
from stop-start city motoring to 
steady, long motorway journeys. 

Even then the actual figures 
may vary depending on the 
driver’s obvious own style and 
behaviour behind the steering 
wheel but at least such varied 
amount of motoring can produce 
a fairer idea of its true 
miles-per-gallon rating. 

So when the supermini Alfa 
Romeo Mito turned up for 
testing with a 1.3-litre 
turbocharged diesel engine 
under the bonnet along with an 
official combined fuel 
consumption of 80.7mpg at first 
glance it seemed a tall order. 

But the fact is that after some 
600-plus miles of variety 
motoring on test it returned a 
remarkable 75.3mpg and that 
was without the driver trying to 
be feather-footed on the 
accelerator pedal - it was 


certainly most impressive in this 
respect. 

It was a case too of simply 
driving normally like any other 
car on test and with varied 
weather conditions encountered 
such as strong winds, rain and 
in complete contrast sunshine 
and dry roads to achieve that 
overall figure. 

The Mito, which has been 
around since its launch in 2008 
and is still based on the Fiat 
Punto platform, has had a 
variety of petrol and diesel 
engines on offer along the way 
with varying model trim and 
equipment versions. 

Perhaps what helps it to such 
good fuel economy is that 
whatever the choice of engine 
there are three standard driving 
modes - Dynamic, Normal and 
All-Weather - and which one is 
chosen changes aspects like 
power steering and traction 
control settings. Keeping it in 
Normal mode for most of the test 
was clearly rewarded with such 
good fuel consumption and there 
was no lack of pace either 
because it turned out to be quite 
an agile car with no body roll 
when pushed round corners and 
comfortable enough on 
motorways. 

The turbocharged 1.3-litre 
(l,248cc to be precise) diesel 


engine may not be everyone’s 
choice because yes the petrol 
engine alternatives are a bit 
more sprightly but not 
significantly so in my view and 
with light yet positive steering 
it’s an easy small car to drive. 

The diesel engine is relatively 
quiet when starting up and once 
on the move and warmed up it’s 
exceptionally refined and both 
road and wind noise is well 
subdued while for those inside 
the car there’s no apparent 
distinction between petrol or 
diesel engine - it’s that quiet. 

The ride though is on the firm 
side and inside driver and 
passengers will feel the bumps 
and humps in the road when 
driven over and not quite as 
refined here as say it’s two main 
supermini rivals, the MINI 
hatchback and the Ford Fiesta. 

With a top power output of 
only 95bhp it’s not going to offer 
a sporty performance as such - 0 
to 62mph takes 12.9 seconds - but 
with sensible use of the 
five-speed manual gears on offer 
it gives a reasonably satisfying 
road-going showing. 

Key too is that its C02 is only 
89g/km (well under that crucial 
lOOg/km mark) and with low 
running costs (BiK is 18%) and 
low insurance it makes 
economic sense for some buyers.

hat’s in a name? 
Quite a lot 
actually...at least 
most car makers 
seem to think so. 
Especially when they are 
trying to distance a prestige 
model from the rest of the 
pack. 

Which is why Ford has 
given the name Vignale to its 
most upmarket Kuga. 

Until recently the firm has 
had to sit back and watch 
sales going Audi, Merc and 
BMW’s way as buyers in 
search of status choose 
mainly German alternatives. 

ITALIAN 

If you aren’t familiar with 
the name Vignale, it was an 
Italian coachbuilding firm 
that listed Ferrari, Maserati 
and Alfa among its clients. 
The Vignale treatment is also 
applied to several other 
Fords. 

Mechanically, the Kuga 
Vignale is the same as any 
other Kuga, ie a competent, 
well-made and roomy high- 
rider. But visually it gets a 
different grille, more 
brightwork and just about 


every extra from the 
accessory catalogue. 

These include adaptive 
headlights, power tailgate, 
quilted leather upholstery, 
rear view camera and special 
alloy wheels. Add up the 
value of the kit, and the 
Vignale priced at £35k looks 
a good deal against much of 
the opposition. Mind you, a 
panoramic sunroof is still a 
£900 extra. 

Three engine options are 
offered - 180bhp, 1.5-litre 
petrol, and a 2.0-litre diesel 
either in 148bhp or 178bhp. 


The car I drove was the 
most powerful, 178bhp 
diesel. Among the Kuga’s 
innate strengths is an ability 
to shrink around the driver. 
It feels light and nimble on 
the road despite its 
significant size and the ride 
is compliant yet firm enough 
to allow you to exploit its 
decent handling and 
roadholding. 

With a relatively close ratio 
steering rack, responses are 
sharp which together with a 
stiff structure allow the five- 
door, five-seater to be 


hustled confidently through 
bends. 

The engine has ample 
power and pulls strongly in 
high gear, but it does let you 
know it is being worked hard 
with a noticeable mechanical 
rattle at low speed. This 
aspect of the Vignale detracts 
slightly from the classy, 
upmarket image. 

But there’s little to 
complain about the 
performance. A top speed of 
126mph and acceleration to 
62mph in around nine 
seconds is useful enough. 


Fitted with a dual clutch 
automatic gearbox, it copes 
well with most traffic 
situations delivering smooth 
changes that generally go 
unnoticed. 

The cabin feels classy and 
plush, if a tad old-school 
compared to the likes of the 
new Peugeot 3008/5008, or 
the Renault Koleos. 

But it’s roomy with ample 
head and legroom for five. 
Fold down the rear seats and 
there’s 1600litres of luggage 
space. 

With them in place, the 


area for cargo is just over 
4001itres - a little less than 
many rivals. 

Ford engines are usually 
pretty miserly on fuel, and 
despite having four-wheel- 
drive the Kuga will easily 
average better than 40mpg in 
real life road conditions. The 
official combined figure is 
54.3mpg, with emissions of 
135g/km. 

Well built and spacious 
with some cosseting luxury, 
the Vignale version of the 
Kuga fills a worthwhile gap 
in the market. 
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Mercedes-Benz Citan Tourer 111 CDI: Review by Ian Johnson 

Think bigger with this Mercedes 



O wning a Mercedes- 
Benz seven-seater 
was never going to 
be cheap, but there 
is one version that 
may not be as expensive as 
you might imagine. 

The Tourer variant of the 
Mercedes-Benz Citan van 
brings seven seats, offering 
outstanding flexibility. 

This is ideal for alternating 
between carrying crew and 
cargo in commercial 
applications, use as a taxi, or 
for a mix of professional and 
private use. 

To me this offers an 
exciting choice for larger 
families who want a smart 
Mercedes on their drive 
which will be up to people 
moving without breaking the 
bank. 

It is based on the extra- 
long version of the Citan van 
and if you think you might 
see another marque’s 
signatures in the stance of 
the vehicle then you would 
be right because its 
underpinnings are from the 


Renault Kangoo. 

Which is not a bad thing 
because the Kangoo has a 
reputation of toughness and 
durability. So mix it with a 
little Mercedes magic and 
you have something very 
interesting. 

Don’t expect wood 
paneling or a raft of standard 
fit gizmos in the interior 
though. This is a robust and 
functional vehicle up to 
some intense family 
treatment. However, as 
always with Mercedes-Benz 
there are many optional 
extras to choose from 
including a sat nav and 
reversing aid. 

Side doors for rear 
passengers are easy to use 
sliders which give easy 
access to the second and 
third row of seats. The third 
row, consists of two 
individual seats which are 
usable as everyday seating 
and not just reserved for 
occasional use. 

These are independently 
adjustable fore-and-aft by 


130 mm, and can be 
individually folded down, or 
removed as required. 
Passengers in the rear row 
have additional stowage 
facilities in the side wall 
panels. 

Depending on the position 
of the individual seats, the 
load space behind them will 
take between 300 and 400 
litres of luggage. Removing 


the seats in the third row 
increases the cargo capacity 
of Citan to 2,200 1. And if the 
middle row of three seats is 
folded down too, the load 
space is enlarged again to 
3,500 1. 

The Citan is highly 
practical, as highlighted by 
the standard equipment for 
the extra-long Tourer, which 
includes a flexible cover for 


the load compartment, as 
well as load-securing rings in 
the floor for securing the 
cargo when the seats are 
folded down or removed. 

Available to order from 
August 2014 in the UK, the 
new model variant offers a 
choice of two engine output 
ratings, as either the Citan 
109 CDI (90bhp) or the Citan 
111 CDI (llObhp). 


All Mercedes-Benz Citan 
Tourer models comply with 
the Euro 6 emissions 
regulations as standard. 

They come with the 
BlueEFFICIENCY package as 
standard. Among other 
features, this includes an 
ECO start/stop function and 
improved fuel consumption 
for the diesel models of over 
60mpg on the NEDC 
combined cycle. Citan 
achieves this outstanding 
consumption figure without 
compromising performance. 

Thanks to new optional 
equipment, Citan is now 
even more individual. ‘Long’ 
Tourer models registered are 
available with a panoramic 
roof featuring split tilting 
skylights above the front 
seats if desired. The glass is 
tinted and each half can be 
opened manually and 
separately in the direction of 
travel. 

Over the rear, the new 
integral panorama skylight 
ensures that the interior is 
flooded with light.

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Vauxhall Adam Rocks Unlimited review by Robin Roberts 


LIFE ON THE ROCKS 


A car says a lot about 
you is an expression 
which can be 
applied to nearly 
everyone and that’s 
true about the Vauxhall 
Adam Rocks Unlimited. 

After the introduction of its 
new Adam city hatchback 
car for the second decade of 
the 21st century, Vauxhall set 
about making it highly 
individual and added the 
fabric-roofed Rocks 
Unlimited series. 

With that came the ability 
to pick and choose from the 
very extensive options and 
pack list to create a model 
that goes a long way to being 
“your" car. 

Essentially, there are 
nearly 30 models in the 
Adam range of hatchbacks 
and what they term 
‘crossover’ based on three 
trim levels which are 
developed into the more 
personalised Rocks and 
Rocks Unlimited series. 

Using 1.0, 1.2 or 1.4-litre 


engines from 70 to 150ps 
you can really individualize a 
model to taste from a very 
wide range of equipment 
options priced from £12,880 
to £19,725. 

To simplify, the Adam 
Rocks Unlimited adds: 
anthracite - coloured 
protective mouldings for 
wheel arches, lower door 
and side sills, anthracite 


front and rear bumpers with 
visible underbody 
protection, dark tinted rear 
windows, 15mm increased 
ride height, an electric 
folding canvas roof, and LED 
daytime running lights with 
LED rear tail lights. 

The fitting of the On-Star 
navigation and personal 
assistance system is very 
highly recommended as it 


can even help if your vehicle 
is stolen. 

It’s all about being seen in 
the Adam Rocks Unlimited 
and I can guarantee you’ll 
get noticed, particularly if 
you have bright colour 
paintwork, as I did. 

Our car had the highly 
popular sub-litre 115ps triple 
cylinder petrol engine with a 
six-speed manual gearbox 


and it was fine for around 
town use and when two-up 
on open roads but squeeze 
in, and I mean squeeze, rear 
passengers and its noticeably 
working harder and slower. 

The Ecoflex engine and 
stop/start ignition system 
really made the most of the 
power and economy 
potential. 

You can get away with the 
small engine in town 
because it’s a lively and 
responsive unit with near 
instant pick up from lights 
and with a moderately heavy 
foot I managed a respectable 
44mpg overall, even seeing it 
approach 50mpg on open 
roads at times when 
cruising. 

The slick, compact 
gearchange can be well used 
to make the most of the 
power and 170Nm at 
l,800rpm torque and you 
will not really be left hunting 
for a ratio to maintain 
progress in any situation, 
fust plan ahead. 


I really liked the power 
steering feedback and 
turning circle, and with the 
reassuring brakes underfoot 
it was effortless and fun at 
the same time. 

Secondary controls were 
all grouped on the wheel- 
spokes or close to the driver 
with a good-sized 
infotainment display screen 
as well as simple but clear 
instruments on the facia. Air 
conditioning was 
straightforward and effective 
in the small cabin, the 
quickly folding fabric roof 
welcome on warmer days. 

This car had the expensive 
advanced park assist system 
and I doubt its value on such 
a small car, but it may please 
some drivers and keep the 
attractive body pack 
damage-free. 

With a very high level of 
personalisation the Vauxhall 
Adam Rocks Unlimited is an 
attractive car, but you need 
to carefully pick the features 
you want.

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Hyundai i30 N: First drive by Chris Russon 


WHEELS 



H ot is the buzzword 
at Hyundai as the 
Korean car maker 
releases its first 
super-sport model 
in the shape of the i30 N. 

And hot it certainly is. 

Developed by the man 
who helped create some of 
BMW’s legendary M 
machines, the i30 N is good 
enough to stand alone as a 
great hot hatch. 

In fact, it’s more fun to 
drive than a Golf GTI or a 
Ford Focus ST. 

What Albert Biermann - 
who Hyundai wooed from 
BMW two years ago - has 
achieved is little short of 
remarkable. 

Not only does it give 
Hyundai a halo model of the 
highest order, it also 
stretches the brand’s appeal 
to a new audience. 

Even the most demanding 
hot hatch fan will be 
impressed by what the i30 N 
delivers. 

Raw statistics of 0 to 60 in 
6.1 seconds and a top speed 
of 155mph are right on the 
button but it is the way the 
i30 N handles that sets it 
apart. 

It’s astonishingly agile, 
ultra precise and for a front 
wheel drive model with 
275ps on tap, almost 
perfectly composed. Any hint 
of torque steer as the turbo 
ramps up has been ironed 
out, such is the engineering. 

With torque vectoring, an 
electronic limited slip 
differential and electronic 


suspension, the i30 N has 
dynamics that reward as 
much as they impress and 
will leave any driver in awe. 

Biermann has described 
his baby as a “corner rascal” 
and that sums it up to a tee. 

The i30 N is not RS 
material - whether that be 
Audi or Ford - but a car 
which is a sublime performer 
both on the road or on the 
track. 

Moreover, it is just pure 
fun - an experience 
enhanced by a crackling 
exhaust note on the over-run 
and enough technology to 
keep any gadget freak happy 
with the likes of G-force and 
powerflow displays all part of 
the software. 


The i30 N is available in 
two states of tune, one 
delivering 250ps and the 
other - dubbed the 
Performance - 275. Prices 
are £24,995 and £27,995 
respectively and that’s a 
bargain in anyone’s book. 

Having just put the i30 N 
Performance through its 
paces around the sinewy 
Cadwell Park circuit in 
Lincolnshire and on nearby 
country roads, its composure 
is par excellence, so easy to 
drive yet venomously potent 
when unleashed. 

Driving it on the track 
demonstrates the genius of 
Biermann and his new¬ 
found Hyundai performance 
team and the grip of the car 


is astonishing. So is its 
nimbleness through some of 
the tightest corners on any 
British race track. 

Cadwell Park is known as 
the British Nurburgring - 
albeit nowhere near as long - 
and a fitting place to 
demonstrate the hot 
Hyundai which although 
developed at Hyundai’s 
Namyang research and 
development facility in 
Korea, was honed on the 
legendary German track. 

It’s a process which has 
paid handsome dividends 
and the set-up of the i30 N is 
nigh on perfect. 

To complement the high 
performance, the car is fitted 
with Brembo brakes which 


can rein it in from 62mph to 
stationary in 34.6 metres 
while the electronics also 
include a ‘rev matching’ 
system which has the same 
effect as heel and toeing 
when fast shifting through 
the box. 

Pirelli P-Zero tyres with a 
compound specially 
developed for the car are 
standard fit on the 
Performance model, which 
sits on 19-inch rims. 

The i30 N is powered by a 
2.0-litre petrol engine mated 
to a six-speed manual 
transmission with a multi- 
mode drive pattern that can 
be varied in a myriad of ways 
for eco, normal, sport or 
personal settings. 

Hyundai says there are 
some 1,900 variables to be 
had but tweak it into sport 
mode and the stiffer feel plus 
sharper throttle response will 
be good enough for most. 

The drive modes are 
accessed from two buttons 
on the steering wheel, one to 
the left for everyday use and 
an N button on the right for 
track conditions. 

If required, the stability 
systems can be switched off 
completely. 

Fuel economy for the i30 N 
Performance is rated at 
39.8mpg with emissions of 
163g/km and we saw an 
average of 28.6 to the gallon 
on the road. On the track 
was a different question and 
the hard demand saw that 
slump to just eight mpg. 


The i30 N sits a fraction 
lower than the standard i30 
hatch and is dressed with 
aerodynamic body kit 
including a front air dam, 
rear spoiler and diffuser 
which are highlighted with a 
red band on the lip, twin 
exhausts and larger air 
intakes. 

The sub frame and 
suspension have been 
stiffened while inside there 
are some body-hugging 
sports seats, plenty of N 
logos and a very tactile feel 
to the gear lever and steering 
wheel. 

It feels just as good as it 
drives and the back seats 
and boot are as roomy as on 
the regular model - although 
on the i30 N Performance 
there’s an extra body strut 
across the back of the boot 
for some added stiffness. 

Like all Hyundais, the i30 
N comes with a five year, 
unlimited mileage warranty 
and despite its performance 
credentials the cover 
includes track use - an 
indication of how much 
confidence there is in the 
reliability. 

Hyundai has its sights set 
on becoming the leading 
Asian car brand in Europe 
and while the i30 N is not 
meant to be a big seller, it’s 
proof that the company 
takes very seriously the 
demands of British drivers. 

With cars as brilliant as 
this it is upping the ante in 
no uncertain fashion.

Chapman seeks 
FA Trophy boost 

Hawks boss hopes run will improve coffers and crowds

HARLOW Town manager Danny 
Chapman has hailed the financial 
and community benefits of pro¬ 
gressing in the FA Trophy after 
watching his side claim a 2-1 vic¬ 
tory against Dulwich Hamlet. 

Although both sides play in the 
Isthmian League Premier Divi¬ 
sion, Dulwich’s position at the top 
of the league made them favour¬ 
ites at the Harlow Arena on Sat¬ 
urday. 

But Harlow avenged their 4-0 
defeat earlier this season with a 
well-deserved victory, courtesy of 
an Alex Read header and Quade 
Taylor’s own goal. These goals 
came either side of a fine strike 
from former Crystal Palace for¬ 
ward Reise Allassani. 

With £4,000 in prize money for 
the winners, this was an import¬ 
ant clash for both teams and 
Chapman revealed he was 
delighted to reap the financial 
benefits that this competition 
offers. 

He said: “All non-league clubs 
need finance, it’s no secret. With 
the FA Cup and the FA Trophy, 
financially you can gain from 
it.” 


Chapman was also keen to high¬ 
light the impact that this com¬ 
petition could have on the 
community. 

Last season, the Hawks pro¬ 
gressed to the last 16 - beating 
National League side Eastleigh in 
the process - before they lost to 
eventual winners York City. 

With attendances dwindling 
recently, Chapman hopes that suc¬ 
cess in the cups and some form to 
help Harlow climb up the table in 
the league can bring the crowds 
back. 

Building 

He added: “[The FA Trophy] 
brings people in. Our attendances 
have not been the best of late but 
hopefully with performances like 
that, people who have come down 
and seen it, will come back again 
and we can start building our 
attendances back up to where 
they need to be. 

“We want to progress in it as far 
as we can because everyone 
knows the FA Trophy is the non¬ 
league FA Cup. 

Hawks have been drawn away 
to National League South outfit 
Hampton and Richmond Borough 
in the third round qualifying, 
which will be played on Novem¬ 
ber 25.
